I believe you suggested that a shot might have come 
from the opposite grassy location than most critics cite as a possible source 
and from under the fenced area behind Zapruder etc. I could not think of any 
literature that has suggested these options. Knowing your vast insight and 
knowledge of this subject I beleive you have specific reasons for suggesting 
these possible sights, if so could you direct me to the source (s) that lead 
you to these conclusions? 

If you think of it and have the opportunity I would like to know whether or 
not there is the possiblity of obtaining a copy of the Groden film from your 
professor friend at Hood College.
